An Ordinance Creating the Office of 
City Engineer, Defining the Duties 
and Fixing the Salary Thereof. 
Be it Ordained by the Mayor and 
Councilmen of the City of Ada: 
Section I. 
That the office of city 
engineer is hereby created and es­ 
tablished in and tor the city of Ada, 
Oklahoma.

The city engineer shall, 
before entering upon the duties 
bis said office, take the oath of of­ 
fice required of other city officers, 
with this additional and to this effect:

The city engineer shall 
perform all duties enjoined upon him 
by the city council, and all the other 
duties usually performed by a city 
engineer, or which naturally come 
within the sphere of his office;he 
she.ll make all plans and estimates for 
all work to be contracted for by the 
city, and shall have general super­ 
vision of the same: he shall certify 
she claims of all contractors for pay­ 
ment, and shall suspend the execution 
of any contract when the contractor 
foils to comply with the terms of 
his contract, or with the directions 
in relation thereto, and consistent 
therewith.

The Fruit Package. 


A great advance has been made la 


preparing articles for shipment and tor 
exhibition in attractive ways. Tho old 
slipshod methods have largely disap- 
peared, as anyone who uses eyes, ears 
and memory can testify. There la 
hardly an article, from the notion 
counter of the department store to the 
varied array of a modern grocery, or 
even In the stalls of a market, which 
Is not urrayed in a manner indicating 
some desire to make a tempting ap. 
pearance. Still there is much to learn. 
The packing of fruit and showing off 
to good advantage la an art 
that 


should be cultivated, and the matter Is 
considered of such significance that 
official notice is taken of it. The Bos- 
ton Herald says: "There's nothing 
that adds more to the attractiveness 
of a box or crate of fruit than a liberal 
dressing of green leaves of one kind 
or another 
Our consul at Frankfort 


contributes some useful information on 
this subject, telling of the advantage* 
of fern leaves for this purpose, not 
only for the decoration, but for the 
preservation of the fruit. The fern 
leaves, it seems, possess a preserva 
five quality far beyond any other 
greens, and they are extensively used 
in the foreign markets, not only to 
pack fruits, but vegetables and dairy 
products as well. More green decora- 
tions would add much-to the attrac- 
tiveness of our fruit markets and 
fruit stands, and they would help to 
preserve the fruit at the same time."
